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Girl Hiker 
Dies In Fall 

From Cliff

Hunting Water She Dropped 
60 Feet To Fllor Of 
Santa Anita Canyon 

Sierra Madre police and fire¬ 
men spent several hours in 
the dark of the Little Santa 
Anita Sunday night recovering 
tne body of 12-year old Mar¬ 
guerite Lemmer, Los Angeles 
schoolgirl, from the boulder 
strewn creek where she met her 
death during the late afternoon 
after a 200-foot plunge from the 
Wilson Trail. 

Taken to the foot of the trail 1 
by Mr. and Mrs. Lemmer Sunday 
morning, Marguerite and a girl 
friend, Norma Marshall also of 
Los Angeles, hiked to Orchard 
Camp. On the descent Marguerite 
said she was thirsty, and although 
warned by her companion of the 
danger, tried to climb down the 
cliff to the stream on the canyon 
floor, 60 feet below. Inexper¬ 
ienced hiker that she was, she 
strove vainly to go from rock to i 
rock, gained momentum rapidly j 
and with a cry disappeared from 
her companion’s sight behind a 
large boulder. Frightened, the 
Marshall girl raced back to Or¬ 
chard Camp for help. A mes¬ 
senger hurried to the foot of the 
trail, phoned local police. 

Officer Harlan Gerlach, en¬ 
treated by the father to summon 
all possible assistance, sent a 
crew composed of Joe Swanson. 
Bob Babbitt, Vernon Udell, Bob 
Newberry and Harold Williams 
up the trail equipped with a com¬ 
plete first aid kit and stretcher. 
Two hours later they found the 
child's body two and a half miles 
up the canyon, partly submerged, 
dead either as direct result of the 
fall or by drowning. 

As it was impossible to get 
the body back up to the trail at 
the place of the fall, the men 
were obliged to proceed down the 
floor of the canyon, guided by a 
searchlight atop the Little Santa 
Anita Dam which Gerlach 
switched on. Before reaching the 
dam, the rescuers found a slope 
where they were able to climb up 
to the trail with the aid of their 
long rescue ropes. An ambulance 
took the girl’s body to Grant’s 
Funeral parlors. The Coroner’s 
office decided an inquest was un¬ 
necessary.

Outstanding 
Personality 
Passes Away 

Funeral Services This After¬ 
noon For Miss Lydia 
M. Webster 

With the passing of Miss Lydia 
M. Webster on Tuesday night, 
Sierra Madre lost an outstanding 
personality in the religious, civic 
and philanthropic life of the 
community. She had been seri¬ 
ously ill at the Pasadena Hospi¬ 
tal for several months and her 
family and friends had known for 
some time that there was no 
hope of her recovery. 

Miss Webster, who reached her 
seventieth birthday January fifth, 
was born in Brooklyn, N.Y. Her 
family moved to Cornwall, N.Y., 
a few years later and left the 
latter city to come to California j 
in 1892. For 32 years the Web¬ 
ster family has been actively 
identified with the development 
of Sierra Madre. 

An ardent churchwoman, Miss 
Webster, with her mother, was 
among those largely instrumental 
in establishing the Episcopal 
parish of the Church of the As 
cension and through the years 
she never faltered in giving of 
her personal effort and her re¬ 
sources to its support. She was a 
member of the choir, superin¬ 
tendent of the Sunday School for 
years, and for 30 years has 
served either as president or 
treasurer of the Womens Guild, 
except for a short interval a few 
years ago. At the time of her 
death she was treasurer of tho 
church. 

A charter member of the Worn- | 
an’s Club, she was one of the 
small group of women who had 
the vision and the courage to 
start, with their own money, the 
building which is still the Club 
home. She acted as treasurer 01 
the Club House Association until 
the latter was taken over by tho 
club. She was also a charter 
member of the local American 
Red Cross Chapter, was one of 
its most generous supporters and 
was continuously a director sinco 
its founding in 1914. 

Recently Miss Webster made 
possible the development of tho 
Municipal Art League by donat¬ 
ing the use of the "Old Barn’ 
on her home place for a studio 
and art center. She contributed 
largely to equipping the building 
for service. 

A friend who knew her well 
said when told of her death. 
"Another of our great women 
gone a truly great woman, tho’ 
she lived in this little town so 
many years and was not widely 
known outside of it except for 
her church work. 

“But she was great in her in¬ 
fluence on the town, on the 
character of those with whom 
she came in contact and in her 
wonderful home life. She and her 
dear old mother, to whose care 
she devoted so many years, were 
inded of the salt of the earth! 

"In these latter years of chang¬ 
ing standards and values, the let¬ 
ting down of the bars in so many 
directions, she maintained an un¬ 
swerving adherence to the simple 
basic virtues of honor and in¬ 
tegrity, simplicity and loving 
kindness to her fellows." 

Miss Webster was one of a 
large family of whom one brother 
Charles Webster of Newport 
Beach, and a sister, Mrs. Marion 
Vannier, of this city, survive her 
She leaves several nieces ami 
nephews, Miss Vannier, E. H. 
and Webster Vannier, residing ir. 
this city. 

Funeral services will be held 
at the Church of the Ascension 
on this (Friday) afternoon at 
2:30, Dean Arnold G. Bode of¬ 
ficiating. Six of Miss Webster’s 
nephews will act as pall bear¬ 
ers. Interment is to take place at 
San Gabriel Cemetery, with 
Grant funeral chapel in chargo 
of arrangements. 


Expenditure 
Of $216,500 
By Utility 

Gas Company To Disburse 
$96,500 For Payroll In Sier¬ 
ra Madre-Monrovia Area 

Southern Counties Gas Com¬ 
pany will spend more than $21C,- 
500 in the Sierra Madre-Monroviu 
district during 1934, according to 
an announcement by H. R. Mead, 
district manager of the company. 
The total includes estimated pay¬ 
rolls, materials, supplies, taxes 
and new construction. The terri¬ 
tory in which these expenditures 
will be made includes Monrovia, 
Arcadia, El Monte, Rosemead, 
Sierra Madre and Temple. 

Payrolls alone, for the many 
families of which the wage earn¬ 
er is engaged in carrying on the 
company’s work in this district, 
will amount to $96,500 Materials 
and supplies including mainten¬ 
ance of existing property and 
contemplated new construction 
will total $40,200. Taxes, National, 
State and local, will amount to 
$61,300. These taxes amount to 
more than 12 cents on every dol¬ 
lar paid by gas consumers. 

Included in the company’s fa¬ 
cilities in the district is a total of 
262.2 miles of distribution mains 
and in addition to this, many 
miles of large transmission linefc 
which top every major natural 
gas producing field in California. 
This assures the users of na¬ 
tural gas here an adequate, un¬ 
interrupted supply without de¬ 
pendence upon the fluctuating 
supply from any one or two local 
fields. 

New Tax Plan 
Real Boon To 
Delinquents 

Los Angeles County property 
owners may save their property 
from the auctioneer if unpaid 
taxes are redeemed or arrange¬ 
ments are made for redemption 
by April 20, Tax Collector Welch 
announced on Monday. The new 
plan is provided in an act of the | 
Legislature that has just become j 
effective. It allows redemption and | 
part payment of delinquent taxes i 
and is expected to save thousands 
of parcels of land from being lost j 
to the owners. 

"Until April 20," Welch’s state- ! 
ment read, "owners are privileged 1 
to redeem property from tax sales 
without penalty. Interest, how¬ 
ever, will be charged at the rate 
of 7 percent per annum. On the 
tax of 1931 and prior years the 
interest is computed from July, 

1932. On the tax of 1932 the in¬ 
terest is computed from July, 

1933. 

"After April 20, next, penal¬ 
ties will be computed on the 
basis of 1 per cent per month if 
redeemed within five years from 
July 1 of the year of sale to the 
State. Starting with the sixth 
year the penalty will be one half 
of 1 percent per month. In addi¬ 
tion tax collector's penalties and 
advertizing costs will be charged 
on the first year delinquency. 

"For those unable to redeem in 
full a partial payment plan is 
provided allowing payments to be 
extended over a 10-year period. 
The plan must be adopted by 
April 20, next, or it cannot be 
used. The first payment consists 
of all interest then due, plus 10 
per cent of the delinquent taxes. 
Subsequent payments are like¬ 
wise 10 per cent of the original 
delinquent taxes, plus all inter¬ 
est which has accrued on the un 
paid balance. At least one 10 per 
cent payment must be made each 
fiscal year by April 20. The cur¬ 
rent tax must be paid in full on 
or before April 20 each year to 
keep the plan in effect. 

"Upon failure to make any of 
the payments as required, the 
partial payments so made are 
forfeited." 

Collections by Welch’s office 
for the present fiscal year now 
total $43,583,589.81, or 49.91 per 
cent of the $87,321,895.39 sched¬ 
uled for collection. Hi

Assessment 
For 34-35 Tax 
Levy Starts 

Deputy Directs Field Force 
From Headquarters In 
The City Hall 

Work on assessment of all 
property in Sierra Madre for the 
1934-35 tax rolls commenced 
Monday as Assistant County As¬ 
sessor R. J. Mills established 
headquarters at the City Hall, at 
which post he will be available 
to taxpayers every Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon between 1 and 5 o’clock 
until May 9. Field deputies are 
on the job throughout the city 
in the meanwhile. 

Although deputies call at 
every home in the City on 
their rounds, it is often the case 
that people are absent at the 
time of the visit. Such taxpayers 
will be notified to contact Mr. 
Mills. 

It is requested that automobile 
owners bring information includ¬ 
ing model and year of car, en¬ 
gine and license numbers, and 
number of cylinders. According 
to the new State law receipt for 
payment of personal property tax 
on one’s automobile must be 
shown when securing license 
plates. 

To avoid arbitrary assessments 
being written on the roll it is 
essential that all owners of real 
estate and other properties list 
their holdings with the assessor 
not later than June 30, according 
to Assessor E. J. Hopkins. The 
first Monday in July the roll will 
be submitted to the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors, who compose the Board 
of Equalization, and the board 
will remain in session until the 
third Monday of the same month 
for the purpose of hearing com¬ 
plaints. During this time the as¬ 
sessment roll is to be available 
to the public on the fourth floor 
of the Hall of Justice in Los An¬ 
geles. No changes will be made 
in the official property valuations 
after Monday, July 16 .except in 
event of clerical error. Com¬ 
plaints must be accompanied by 
evidence that the Assessor's 
values were not equalized. 

Claims of veterans, who under 
certain legal conditions are en¬ 
titled to exemptions on assessed 
value of property up to $1000, 
must be made prior to Monday, 
July 2. Initial claims are to be 
made to the main Assessor’s of¬ 
fice, while veterans who have in 
the past received exemptions may 
make their statements to field 
deputies and branch offices.

Action of the Los Angeles City 
council and the board of super¬ 
visors of Los Angeles County in 
adopting resolutions separating 
purely local legal notices from 
general notices, and requiring the 
publication of such notices in the 
communities which are directly 
interested, will prove of tremen¬ 
dous value to the taxpayers, if it 
is rigidly enforced. The only legal 
advertising which can be justi¬ 
fied, from the standpoint of econ¬ 
omy and the public interest, is 
that which reaches those who are 
affected by it. 

At the present time fully ninety 
per cent of the legal advertising 
of Los Angeles County, repre¬ 
senting 46 different municipalities 
and two and a half million peo¬ 
ple, is published in a “legal" 
newspaper serving the financial 
interest of Los Angeles and limi¬ 
ted to less than 2000 circulation. 

This publication is never seen 
by the greater majority of citi¬ 
zens whose interests are vitally 
concerned by the legal notice ap¬ 
pearing in it. For example there 
are many instances where prop¬ 
erty has been sold for delinquent 
assessments of which the own¬ 
ers were unaware existed, until 
the sale had been consumated. 

It is to correct such inequities 
as these that the governing
